Plight new amendments which have not yet been made public 
will find a place on the ballot at the general election in November. 
This will make a total of fifty-two amendments to be passed upon by 
the electors of the state. 


The 
most important of the new measures are the two dealing with 
the abolition of prize fights in the state of California, and the appro­ 
priation of the sum of $1,000,000 for the p&rpose of investigating 
tuberculosis in California and providing a means of combating it. 


Other measures are the voting by mail and identification amend­ 
ment; a minimum wage scale for the employed; Sunday I'cst for all; 


a new motor vehiclQ act, changing the present mode of controlling 


' and registering vehicles; a new measure on state-wide prohibition; 
the appropriation of $1,000,000 for the erection of a state building 
in Los Angeles for the housing of state officers. 


These new measures will be placed in the order of their impor­ 
tance upon the state ballot by Secretary of State Prank C. Jordan.
